jtftcr  allo\a.ng  for  inward  and  outvfard  transfers  the 
Registrar  General's  figures  sho\.'  that  there  were  Ak-'j  births  (76  boys 
and  69  girls)  in  the  Urban  District  during  197i,  being  6 more  than 
in  1970.  Of  those  8 were  illegitimate.  This  is  5.52^  of  the 
total  live  births,  as  compared  with  AA  .y\fo  in  1970. 

The  birth  rate  of  any  area  is. dependent  upon  the  composition 
•of  the  population  in  that  area.  Obviously  a population  vidth  a 
high  proportion  of  persons  of  child  bearing  age  will  have  more 
births  per  1,000  ox*  the  population  thru  an  area  with  an  unduly  large 
number  of  people  in  the  older  ago  groups.  To  enable  the  birth  rates 
of  differont  areas  to  be  compered,  the  Registrar  General  provides 
a "Comparability  Factor"  for  each  Loca,l  Authority  area,  v/hich  renders 
the  birth  rate  for  each  area  comparable  v/ith  that  of  a district  the 
population  of  whaLch  is  of  standard  age  and  sex  distribution.  The 
birth  rate  for  the  Urban  District  adjusted  in  this  manner  is 
increased  from  11.62  to  IL.76  per  1,000  of  the  population.

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Urban  District  during 
1971  was  20L.  Of  these  13  'wore  deaths  of  non-residents  and  vrere 
transferred  to  the  district  in-v/hich  the  persons  ordinarily  resided. 
Ihero  \ferc , on  the  other  hand,  54  deaths  of  Urban  District  residents 
registered  outside  the  District.  The  total  corrected  number  of 
deaths  assigned  to  the  District  was  215  (102  males  and  113  females). 
Thi-s  was  12  less  than  in  the  pre^/ious  year,  and  gave  a crude  death 
rate  of  17.23. 

Tnis  crude  death  rate  cannot  be  used  to  corap.are  the  raorto-lity 
wash  that  cf  othei*  districts,  as  the  populations  of  all  areas  ore 
not  samalarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and  sex  distribution.  The 
Registrar  General  supplies  an  "-rea  Comparability  Factor"  and  the 
cruae  death  rate  multiplied  by  this  figure  can  then  be  compared 
..nth  the  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a whole,  or  v,ith  the  mortality 
01'  any  ether  local  area.  The  corrected  death  rate  so  obtained  ’was 
10.85  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  this  ‘.ms  compared  v/ith  11. 60 
for  England  and  'Wales.

B.C.G-.  Vaccine 


In  order  to  raise  the  immunity  of  school  leavers  to  tuberculosis, 
vaccination  ^nith  B.C.&.  vaccine  was  offered  to  cliildren  betvreen  the 
ages  of  13  and  I4  years  attending  schools  in  the  Md-Somerset 
Di\-isional  Area.  673  received  the  preliminary  skin  test,  to  determine 
whether  they  had  in  fact  already  experienced  some  infection  with 
tuberculosis.  Of  these  624  wore  vaccinated  v/ith  B.C.O.  vaccine. 


Im~/urn-sation  and,  yaccinatioi'i 

ImmuT-isation  and  vaccination  against  diphtheria,  v/hooping  cough, 
tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  smallpox  and  measles,  are  now  entirely 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  under  the  County  Council  scheme 
utilising  a computer  to  deal  with  the  administrative  aspects.  This 
scheme  is  working  satisfactorily  and  it  vill  certainly  result  in 
raising  still  farther  the  general  level  of  immunisation  of  the 
comm-urity.

This  iistaso  is  important  because  if  an  expectant  mother  is 
infected  daring  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy  the  baby  in 
many  cases,  is  affected  by  severe  congenital  a,b normal! ties. 
Zhuring  tne  year  the  Co’onty  Council  introduced  a scheme  offering 
vaccination  against  Rubella  to  girls  aged  11-1 3 inclusive.  This 
scheme  has  nev:  been  incl’uded  in  the  County  computer  programme 
but  the  response  is  still  rather  disappointing.

Pathological  spccincns  arc  sent  to  the  laboratory  at  Musgrovo 
Pai’k  hospital,  vrhich  foras  part  of  tho  Public  Health  Service. 
Results  of  investigations  are  avadlable  udth  the  minimum  of  delay 
and  there  is  good  liaison  betv/een  the  laboratory  personnel  and  the 
field  v/orkors  in  the  Public  Health  Dcpartiuent. 

Examinations  carried  out  during  tho  year  included  11  'hater 
samples  snd  21  ice  cream  samples. 


Hosoitals 


Hospitals  in  tho  area  are  adninistered  by  the  South  Western 
Re.gional  Hospital  Board  through  the  West  Somerset  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 


Cases  of  infectious  diseases  needing  hospital  treatment,  or 
isolation,  are  adi'.ittod  to  Ta'onton  Isolation  Hospital, 

The  adaptation  of  Bridgnatcr  Hospital  to  cater  for  short  stay 
s'urgical  cases  has  completed  and  the  scheme  commenced  during  the 
year.  Patients  requiring  relatively  minor  opera.tivc  procedures  are 
treated  and  then  discharged  to  tho  care  of  their  family  doctors  and 
practice  nurses  after  48  hours.  This  scheme  has  functioned  remarkably 
smoothly,  and  has  significantly  reduced  the  halting  list  in  the  I'tLd-* * 
Somerset  Clinical  jiroa. 


Tho  proposed  District  donoral  Hospital  at  Lyngford  has  nov/  got  a 
definite  place  in  the  Hospital  Board’s  building  programme  and  antivc 
plcaming  has  already  begun. 

The  Special  Clinic,  for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  sexually 
transmitted  diseases  is  nov/'  held  at  the  Bridgwater  General  Hospital.  Case

Knacker  s _Yard 

The  one  knacker's  yard  in  the  Urban  District  is  regularly 
iiiSpocted  and  a satisfactory  standard  is  maintained.  The  Meat 
(Sterilization)  Regulations  I969  require  all  knacker  meat  (other 
than  the  meat  of  a hare  or  rabbit)  to  bo  sterilised  before 
entering  the  chain  of  distribution.  Sterilisation  plant  to  meet 
the  reaTcirements  of  the  regulation  has  been  installed  at  the 
local  yard.  The  operation  of  the  Regulations  is  also  chocked 
by  routine  visits  to  pet  food  shops.
